asuthorities in the Salfmonella groupe If our experiments work out we hope
to investigate other points in the genetics of the Sadlmonella organismse
So far our work has been preparatory in nature and mainly involves pro=
ducing the materials and the techniques necessary for attacking this probe
leme Ve have attempted no crossovers as yet but hope to get to this point
in a month or soe.
